PREPARING WHEAT LAND. 


I 
All land to be-planted in wheat this 
I fall should have already been disced, 
I in order to pulverize the surface, kill 
vegetation, 
preserve 
the 
moisture, 
and make plowing possible when it 
would otherwise be impossible owing 
to dry weather. 
If the land has not 
been previously disced and plowed, it 
should be done at once. 
There are 
t cry few places 
in 
the state where 
plowing cannot be done at this time, 
if the sud face 
has 
been thoroughly 
pulverised by the use of the disc. 
In preparing your wheat gronu re­ 
member the following points: 
1st. 
The plowed soil must be knit­ 
ted back to the subsoil. 
If the land 
is moist this 
is 
easily done with a 
harrow and roller, etc. 
If the soil is 
dry use a weighted disc, set straight, 
following with the harrow. 
The im­ 
plement used 
is 
not important, the 
im portant thing is to knit the furrow 
slice back to the subsoil. 
2nd. 
Never leave the field without 
harrowing what has been plowed dur­ 
ing the day. 
Or better still, use' the 
harrow each half day. 
3rd. 
Should a rain fall and pack 
the soil, loosen up the surface with a 
harrow, or, if necessary., a disc. 
4th. 
Keep the weeds killed. 
5th. 
The best time to plant is be­ 
tween the 15th of September and the 
10th of October, but the condition of 
your soil is of more importance than 
the tim e of 
planting. 
When 
your 
field is loose on the surface, firm be­ 
neath, and has sufficient moisture to 
bring the plants well above ground, 
that is the time to plant. 
6th.. 
Do not plow more than one 
inch deeper than the land has been 
previously plowed. 
These suggestions 
refer 
to 
the 
preparation. 
The following refer to 
planting: 
1st. 
I st. 
The rate 
of 
seeding 
should vary from 
three 
pecks 
per 
acre in the western part of the state 
to one bushel per acre in the central 
and eastern portions. On rich, moist 
land in* the eastern part of the state, 
five pecks per acre may be used. This 
refers 
to 
seed 
sowed with a drill. 
W here seed is broadcasted about a 
peck more per acre more should be 
used. 
2nd. 
The sed should 
be 
planted 
from two to three 
inches deep, de­ 
pending on the amount of moisture k 
is not necessary to plant deep.

L ater he studied English lit­ 
eratu re and agriculture at the Uni­ 
versity of California. 
When he re­ 
turned home he resum ed the active 
m anagem ent of the vast rubber and 
cotton plantations belonging to his 
family. 
His spare tim e he devoted 
to literary pursuits. 
Until 1909 
he 
was known only for his vast wealth 
and literary attainment*.. 
About th at 
tim e he began an attack with his pen 
upon the alleged abuses of the Diaz 
governm ent and this brought him in 
to public prominence. 
Soon he came 
to be regarded as a leader of the op­ 
position to Diaz and in 1910 he be­ 
cam e a candidate for president of the 
republic. 
His candidacy was one of 
the causes of the revolution that fol­ 
lowed. 
Though 
w ithout 
knowledge 
of m ilitary m atters, Madero proved a 
capable leader and after m onths of 
fighting he overthrew the trong dic- 
tatohship of Diaz and succeeded him 
in the presidency.
